land to us. 
We 
went 
to

Merchants Association, and he said 
that he would help us all he could. 
We liijd about given up all hopes of 
buying a Site, when Bob Tompkins 
and Lon Stewart came to us with a 
proposition. 
“They wanted to know if a factory 
site on the Abe Bowen land north of 
the city would be suitable. 
We told 
them, of course, it would be, but that 
we did riot believe it could be pur­ 
chased. 
They asked if the company 
wished to be a party to a lot sale 
and the company decided it would 
not. 
The company, however, said 
that it would be very glad for Stew­ 
art and Tompkins to donate it a site 
on one end of the tract if they de­ 
cided to try the lot sale. Well, Stew­ 
art and Tompkins negotiated 
the 
deal, gave up the site, sold the lots, 
all 
which Rushville people know. 
“We started the factory building 
and when 
we had it about finished, 
we asked the city council to furnish 
us electricity for power. 
That is the 
only time that we ever went before 
the council. 
The council told us that 
the city would furnish us electricity 
at two cents a killowat providing we 
would pay the regular rate for lights 
and would loan the city sixteen hun­ 
dred dollars to run the line to the 
factory, we to get the money back 
in electricity. 
“We investigated and found that 
the rate w as as high if n o t’higher 
than it is in most other cities. 
In a 
few small cities with very small fa c­ 
tories, welFound that the rate was as 
high as 2*4 cents a killowat while in 
many places it was as low as 1^4 
cents a killowat. 
In all of the places 
thefe was no extra charge for lights. 
We figured and found that we could 
erect a power plant and be more cer­ 
tain and probably save money event­ 
ually. 
We erected a plant at a cost 
of between six and seven thousand 
dollars because we did not like the

It is planned to make the special 
meeting of the Rushville Retail Mer­ 
chants Association, called by Presi­ 
dent 
Anthony 
Sehrichte yesterday 
for Friday evening, very general 
in 
its nature. 
It was called primarily 
to consider the best methods to be 
pursued to attempt to -change the 
opinion of the city council which re­ 
fused to furnish water to the Rush­ 
ville Furniture Company. 
It is urged 
that every citizen of Rushville who is 
interested in the future welfare of 
the city attend and take part in the 
business of the meeting. 
The president of the association 
today instructed the association’s a t­ 
torney to draw up petitions which 
will be p resen t^ to the meeting, and 
if sanctioned at the meeting, will be 
circulated all over the city. 
The pe­ 
titions will 
demand that 
the city 
eouneirfurnish water to the company 
for fire protection regardless of the 
annexation of the Stewart & Tomp­ 
kins addition. 


Robert L. Tompkins and Alonzo L. 
Stewart, who sold lots in the Stew­ 
art & Tompkins addition and platted 
it, today gave out ail interview in 
which they set forth the facts in 
connection with their 
part in 
the 
transaction. 
They hold that the city 
would be in worse condition if the 
plat were changed so that the streets 
in the addition "frould coincide with 
the city streets. 
They set forth their 
part in the matter and explain that 
had no part in the selling of the lots 
or the "platting of the addition and 
hence should not be held responsible. 
The interview follows: 
“About three years ago d ia s. A. 
Layman of Indianapolis purchased 
sixteen acres of land lying 50 rods 
north of Eleventh street and the cor­ 
poration line, platted the same, aud 
called the plat the town of Belmont. 
Belmont 
had 
no 
connection 
to 
Rushville, but was laid out in a reg­ 
ular way by having Thirteenth, Per- . 
kins, Willow, 
Cherry ; and 
George 
streets 50 feet wide each. 
“To the south of Belmont lies the 
Bowen land, now known as Stewart 
and Tompkins’ addition to Belmont. 
[To the south of this lies Rushville. 
Along the entire north line of Rush­ 
ville from Perkins street east to be­ 
yond the Pennsylvania railroad, the 
land has never been platted or laid 
out in lots. 
Iii fact, only 
Perkins 
street extends to /the north, and it is 
only fifty feet wide on the north end, 
and the lots on the west only 
135 
feet long. 
East* of this there is no 
platted territory. 
Willow street has 
a dead end about 600 feet south of 
the corporation line; 
Cherry street 
is two squares tp the 
south 
and 
comes to an end at Ninth street. 
“We had nothing to conform to on 
the south except Perkins street, and, 
if we had made our lots 165 
feet 
long and Perkins street 66 feet wide, 
the line of Perkins street in our ad­ 
dition would have run against a lot 
in Belmont on the north and would 
have been 30 feet to the east of the 
old Perkins on the south. 
It would 
also have necessitated a dead end to 
Willow on the north and 30 feet of a 
jog on the south if the streets, were 
ever extended, and would have affect­ 
ed Cherry and George streets in a 
like manner. 
“Therefore, we naturally did the 
sensible tiling in platting the addi­ 
tion to conform to Belmont, because 
there was nothing but irregularity 
and unplatted territory on the south 
of us. 
We honestly believe that we 
did 
right aud never questioned any 
controversy about the annexation of 
our addition. 
In fact, last year, un­ 
der this administration of the coun­ 
cil, surveys were made and .prelimi­ 
nary steps taken to annex a large 
territory on the north of Rushville, 
including Belmont, and the question 
of uniform streets and alleys was 
never raised. 
“To extend 
Willow and 
Cherry 
streets to the north as 
far as the 
corporation line would 
necessitate 
the city condemning six 
pieces of 
property, the removal of five houses, 
and the purchasing of a 
strip of 
ground 66 feet wide for each street, 
a fair compensation, for 
even the 
property would mean an outlay of 
about $80,000 besides the construc­ 


tion of the two streets, rather an ex­ 


pensive luxury to the people when we

ITALY’S NAVY iS 
BEADY FOP, WAR 


Full Fighting Force Headed 
for Tripoli. 


HANDS ULTIMATUM TO TURKEY 


Unless Concent Is Given For Her Pa­ 
cific Occupation of Tripoli, Italy An­ 
nounces T hat She WHI Seize City, 
and, W hat Is More, She Has Assem­ 
bled Her Fighting Force Ready to 
Carry Out Her Intentions. 


Constantinople, Sept. 2S—The Ital­ 
ian charge 'd'affaires has presented 
Italy's ultim atum to the porte demand 
ing consent for the pacific occupation 
of Tripoli. 
In event of the refusal of 
the porte, the charge asks for a pass­ 
port within twenty-four hours. 


Turin, Sept. 28.—The last of the 
seven warships, including the Umberto 
and other first-class battleships, have* 
left Spezzla and steam ed for Tripoli. 


Tripoli, Sept. 28.—F our Italian bat­ 
tleships and three cruisers are in bat­ 
tle formation off the port of Tripoli. 


London, Sept. 28.—On Germ any’s ef­ 
forts to effect an agreem ent, hopes of 
a peaceful solution of the Tripoli trou­ 
ble are centered, but in neither Ber­ 
lin nor Vienna is strong hope of suc­ 
cess entertained, inasm uch as Italy 
seems Irrevocably determ ined to oc­ 
cupy Tripoli. 
The Italian censorship remains sc 
strict that practically no details of 
importance get through.

idea of lending the city sixteen hun­ 
dred dollars to build a line to our 
factory to carry electricity which we 
would pay for. 
“When the power 
question was 
settled we petitioned the city council 
to annex the additions of Belmont 
and Stewart & Tompkins, and fu r­ 
nish us water for fire protection. We 
asked that both additions be taken 
in because we thought that was what 
the city wanted to 
do. 
We had 
heard members of the council 
say 
that there would be no trouble 
on 
that score as the council intended 
to take in both tracts. 
In fact, they 
talked of taking in the strip of land 
from the L. E. & W. to the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroads. 
“The first excuse which the coun­ 
cil trumped Tip was that the cost 
would be too great to furnish water. 
“It was estimated 
it would cost 
from five to eight thousand dollars 
and in that they figured piping the 
whole addition with 
water 
which 
would not be necessary probably for 
many years to come. All we wanted 
was a pipe run to the factory so that 
we wTould have fire protection. 
"" “When the council saw that was a 
rather weak excuse, the street ques­ 
tion arose. 
The jog in the streets in 
the addition was never mentioned un­ 
til one week ago yesterday. 
If that 
is an objection 
why 
did not 
the 
council see it from the first I 
But 
the thing that we do not understand 
is the fact that the council Ii fids us 
responsible for the platting of the 
addition. 
They might as well 
ask 
any citizen of 
Rushville to change 
the streets as the Rushville Furniture 
Company. 
Any citizen is as inter­ 
ested as the company is, for it had 
nothing whatever to do with the ad­ 
dition from tile first. 
Tile Council 
might as well ask the company to 
tear down the factory which it has 
erected. 
It could do that easier. 
“We started in to capita life the 
company at thirty thousand dollars. 
Then we added fifteen thousand dol­ 
lars more and at least Ive thousand 
more until it is up to fifty thousand. 
It Vvill cost us at 
least 
forty-two 
thousand dollars when we are ready 
to run which does not 
include the 
cost of stock. 
“We had hoped to have our fac­ 
tory all equipped and ready to oper­ 
ate by the first of December. 
In or­ 
der to get our samples out by January 
first, and have the photographs in 
the hands of our salesmen, we must 
do that. And in order to bid for the 
spring trade we 
must 
have oui 
samples out by the first of next year. 
We are being delayed and bad weath­ 
er is setting in so that it is doubtful 
whether a pipe line could be run to 
the factory. 
“We have built a modern factory 
throughout and have invested more 
money than was ever invested in a 
factory in* Rushville at the begin­ 
ning. 
We put up the best dry kiln, 
we are told, that was ever built 
by 
any furniture factory. 
Today w 
let contracts for the beating plant, 
the last equipment we have to buy, 
and we hardly have the heart to buy 
it with conditions as they are at 
! present 
“We have never asked the city of 
Rushville for anything. 
We invested 
our money in Rushville and expected 
to get fair treatment and it is far 
from that that we have received. We 
were willing to pay for 
everything 
that we got. 
There is one thing we 
would Ifke'to know': 
why the city 
council voted as it did when 
one 
member stated to a member of this 
company that the 
council favored 
giving*us water? 
When asked who 
was in favor of it he said he for one 
was and then walked right up to the 
meeting and voted as he did.” 


FIXES TAX LEVY. 


The city school board has fixed the 
school ta£ levy at eighty cents on the 
hundred dollars, the same as it was 
last year. 
Thirty cents is for tui­ 
tion and fifty cents is for special. A 
Tight change was made this year, 
five cents being taken from the tui­ 
tion and added to the special fund. 
Last year the levy was reduced five 
cents.
